Size small and stout. Vertex wide, its width two 
times the width of an eye, anterior margin arched. In 
profile vertex and frant ridge forming a rightangl. 
Antennae filiform, inserted below the lower margin of 
eyes. Pronotum tectiform, median keel high and dis 
tinct, anterior margin obtuse angled, apex reaching 
the top of hind femur or not. Humeral apex ridge and 
lower margin of pronotum connected behind the middle 
of lower margin of pronotum. Posterior angles of later- 
al lobes of pronotum turning outwardly, with its apex 
truncate, posterior margin of lateral lobe with one corr 
cave Tegmina and wings absent. Lower margins of 
fore and middle femora straight. Ovipositar long and 
narrow. 

Type species: Macr om otettixoi des jiuwan shanen sis 
sp. nov. 

This new genus is alied to Macromotettix Gurr 
ther, 1939, but can be separated by the characters 
given in Table 1.

Female. Size small and stout. Vertex very wide, 
its width 2. 1 times the width of an eye, anterior mar 
gin arched, median keel distinct; in profile, vertex 
and frontal ridge forming a right angle; frontal ridge 
cancave between eyes and protruding archly between 
antennae; width of longitudinal sulcus of frontal ridge 
equal to the width of basal segment of antennae. Arr 
tennae filiform, inserted below the lower margin of 
eyes.
